Rock wool's most important use| 
is a8 a home insulator but it also 
has many and widespresd indus-| 
trial uses. It is made from the slag 
and ash produced by the baking of 
anthracite coal, The very light mass| 
per unit volume of rock wool | 
makes it feasible to produce it near 
its place of consumption as ship- 
ping it has proven very costly. 

Rhode Island has many untouched 
anthracite deposits throughout the 
state and has one working anthra- 
cite mine on New London Avenue} 
in Cranston. This anthracite ha 
been found to have little indus 
trial value except for foundry use. 

The Engineering Experiment Sta- 
tion at the college working in col- 
laboration with U, S. Bureau of 
Mines has been working several 
years now on a project which, if, 
uccessful, will enable Rhode Is- 
land anthracite to be utilized in 
the manufacture of rock wool. The 
project has progressed very satis- 
factorily and slag has been pro- 
duced in an oven which is located 
in the small stone building in back 
of Bliss Hall. The problem now is 
to get the slag to run easily and} 
steadily. Experiment Station offi- 
cials are confident that the few 
remaining wrinkles in the project 
can be ironed out and that it will 
prove successful. Production of 
rock wool in this area would be 
a shot in the arm to New England 
| industry which, even in this wave 
of postwar production, is on the 
decline.
